CREDIT CONDITIONS 
IMPROVE IN ATLANTA 


Higher Collection and Low- 
er Bad-Debt Loss Ratios 
Shown in 1934 Report. 


Retail credit conditions for Atlanta 
showed improvement in 1934 compared 
with 1933, Claudine T. Murchison, 
director, Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce, Washington, D. U., 
announced yesterday. A survey of 
credit conditions in 79 cities through- 
out the country covering 12.kinds of 
retail trade reveals that all stores 
as well as the reporting stores from 
Atlanta had higher collection ratios 
and lower bad debt loss ratios in 1934 
than in 1933. ; 

Payments on open accounts receiv- 
able for the 14 Atlanta stores report- 
ing (three department, two grocery, 
one hardware, one heating and plumb- 
ing, one jewelry, two men’s clothing, 
one shoe and three women’s specialty 
stores) to the Comemrce Department 
for this study were, on the average, 
made eight days earlier during 1934 
than in 1933, the collection percent- 
ages being 36 per cent and 353 per 
cent, respectively. This acceleration in 
payments compares favorably with 
that noted for 79 cities combined, al- 
though the ratios are somewhat below 
the average ratios for the whole coun- 
try. the study shows. 

The marked decreases in bad dett 


losses on open credit accounts dur- 
ing 1934 are of particular significance 
to the creditor grantor, it was said. 
The ratio of bad d bt losses on open 
credit accounts receivable for the re- 
porting Atlanta stores was 1.1 per 
cent for the year 1934 as compared 
with 1.6 per cent for the year 1952. 
The 1934 ratio for Atlanta was ap- 
proximately the same as that reported 
for the whole country, it was stated

First. Five Months Show | 
$11,214,804 Against $10,- 
539,965 Collected in ’34. 


The state’s income from all sources 
for the first five months of the year 
was $11,214,804 as compared with 
$10,539,965 for the first five months 
of 1934, figures compiled by State 
Auditor Tom. Wisdom for Governor 
Talmadge revealed Saturday. 

Most of the increase was due to 
higher revenue from the fuel oil taxes 
and income taxes. 

“The state's financial situation ree 
flects credit on the entire administra- 
tion,” Governor Talmadge said. “It 
doesn't reflect any «redit on me per- 
sonally but it certainly does on the 
folks who are collecting the taxes, 
Comptroller General Harrison and the 
others,” 

Of the total income this year the 
general property tax income «was 
$3.305,847 as compared with $3,247,- 


} 292 for the first five months of ‘last 


year, while the taxes allocated for spe« 
cial purposes such vs the gasoline tax, 
utility payments ind ‘the like in- 
creased from $7,292,672 last: year to 
$7.908,956 this year. 

Motor vehicle license fees collected 
thus far this year are higher than 
for any year when ‘he flat $3 tag raie 
was in effect. The sales this year have 
brought the state $1,084,355. At the 
same time last year tag sales had 
netted $1,049,296, while for the first 
five months of 193%, during which a 
number of motor car owners bought 
tags at the high rate before the &3 
rate went into effect, total sales for 
boc first five months was only $827,- 


Income taxes collected thus far this 
year total $900,000. Fur the first five 
months of last year the collections 1 - 
taled $767,000. while during a similar 
period of 1933 the collections were 
only $443,500. 

A sharp increase also was noted in 
the collection of agriculture fees, cone 
stituted chiefly of fertilizer tags. Thi 
year the total collected as $200,000 
as compared with $189,000 last year 
and only $137,500 during the first five 
months of 1933. 

All other income sources of the 
state showed little change during the 
three years.

More damaging still are the gullies 
whieh scar this valley land. The cor- 
relary of sheet erosion, they have 
slashed across 4,000,000 acres, climax- 
ing their destruction with huge can- 
yons that have removed at least a half 
a million acres from all possibility of 
productive farming.

Far-Reaching Effect. 

The situation concerns everyone in 
the wide area through which the Chat- 
tahoochee flows. When soil, sand and 
other debris are washed into the riv- 
er, power dams fill up and lose their 
storage capacity: channels are chok- 
ed and bars develop to impede water 
transportation. When the river from 
which cities get their water supply 
becomes sluggish with mud, the proc- 
eas of purification grows more expen- 
sive. Finally, when the soil washes 
away, acriculture suffers, When lands 
reach the submarginal class, taxes /y- 
come delinquent. Greater burdens are 
thrown upon other tax payers and 
funds for schools, roads and 
community enterprises are lowered. 
When the income of the farm people 
is reduced, business hurt because 
buying power is impaired, 

Conditions in the Chattahoochee 
river watershed are duplicated in near- 
ly every part of the Piedmont section. 
The problem isa challenge to the en- 
tire region, but it is a challenge which 
must be met, in the ultimate, by the 
men who till the soil, Theirs is the 
responsibility for a sustained stand 
against this destroyer of their land. 

To direct and assist them, the fed- 
eral government is now operating a 
network of soil conservation projects 
thronghdut the country, where prac- 
tical and effective measures of curb- 
ing erosion are demonstrated in actual 
application to the land itself. One of 
these projects is located at Athens, 
:Ga.. in the Chattahoochee watershed. 

The federal! program of erosion con- 
trol is being directed by the soil con- 
servation service of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. It em- 
bodies every successful method of pre- 
renting erosion, integrated into what 
amounts essentially to a complete 
land-utilization program.

What Kind of Bug Is That? 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN 


For the last several weeks we have 
been referring constantly to insects 
and diseases, until some of our read- 
ers may think we are becoming mor- 
bid. We are constantly besieged with 
questions om insects and disease con- 
trol and feel that a thorough discus- 
sion of these pests is not only of great 
interest, but. may be of some value. 
A thorough understanding of the va- 
rious types of insects and _ diseases 
makes their prevention and control 
considerably easier. Most of the seed 
stores will gladly give you a spray- 
ing guide published by some of the 
larger insecticide companies. and in 
almost every instance you will find 
the information correct and valuable. 
If you have trouble finding such a 
guide we will be glad to mail one on 
request. 

Under natural controls we include! 
those factors that are usually beyond | 
our command for artificial use, name- | 
ly weather and natural enemies. | 
Weather plays a significant role and 
sometimes an understanding of the fa- 


able one to promote unfavorable con- 
ditions by artificial means. Winter 
conditions affect the mortality of over-

ing insects from one area where they 


have been. scarce or absent. 

The natural enemies include insect- 
feeding birds and mammals, fungous 
and bacterial diseases, and insect par- 
asites and predators. We must recog- 
nize the birds and mammals as impor- 
tant factors, as are fungous and Iimc- 
terial diseases if weather conditions 
are favorable, but -of all natural fac-| 
tors the insects which are parasite or 
predatory upon harmful kinds are, 
doubtless the most important single! 
factor. In fact if it were not for these | 
parasites and predators, insects would | 
soon overrun the earth. 

In other words, | 


most insect out-) 
breaks are due, not so much because | 
of favorable conditions for th®@ insects | 
as for the unfavorable conditions for | 
the parasites or predators which nro-| 
mally hold them in check. | 
Mechanical controls, aside from} 
sprayers and dusters, are not numerous | 
although there are several of consid- | 
erable’ significance. These include | 
grasshopper catchers, fly traps, band- 
ing of trees and screening of plants. 


Good garden practices will greatly | 
assist the city lot gardeners to avoid 
insect troubles. In general, it may 
be stated that the farm, orchard, or | 
garden practices which are best grow- 
ing practices are likewise best for the 
control of insects. Under this head-|

for sucking diseases; soil insecticides 
for those forms which occur in the 
soil ;- fumiganhts, such -as nicotine va- 
por, hydrocyanie acid gas (including 
calcium cyanide) sulphur, carbon bi- 
sulphid, and heat for use in enclosed 
spaces; repellants, such as bordeaux 
mixture, which protect the plant by 
making it unattractive tothe insect; 
finally combinations of two or more 
kinds which affect different kinds of 
insects and can be applied with one 
application. 


In general, insects have two types 
of mouthparts. Caterpillars, grass- 
hoppers, slugs, grubs, and beetles have 
chewing mouthparts. Such an insect 
iS provided with stout mandibles or 
jaws by means of which it can cut off 
solid plant or animal tissue and take 
it into its stomach. Plants injured 
by this type have portions eaten 
away. Insecticides used for chewing 
insects are called stomach poisons and 
it is evident that when they are 
placed on the foliage surface the in- 
sect eating such foiage will take 
some of the poison into its stomach. 
Common stomach poisons include ar- 
senate of lead, calcium arsenate, Parig 
green and sodium fluosilicate, 


Plant bugs, plant lice or aphids, 


| scale insects, and leaf hoppers have 
| the sucking type of mouth. 


Such in- 
sects pierce the plant tissue with their 
delicate, threadlike tubes through 
which they suck the plant juices. 
Plants injured by sucking insects do 
not show eaten foliage but instead we 
find four types of injury as follows: 
(1) Plants wilt or die as though af- 
fected by a drouth; (2) irritation of 
the cells causing curling or distortior 
of leaves, stems or fruit; (3) injec 
tion of a poison in tissués causing 
death of cells; (4) transfer of disease 
organisms from one plant to another. 
Inasmuch as sucking insects do not 
take surface materials into their 
stomach, poisons such as are used for 
chewing insects are ineffective. In- 
stead, we must use an_ insecticiay 
which kills by direct or indirect con 
tact. These are known as conteet in 
secticides and include nicotine, soap, 
lime-sulphur and oils. 


There are two general types of de- 
velopment for insects—incomplete and 
complete. Insects with incomplete 
development or. metamorphosis, have 
three stages in growth; egg stage o1 
beginning of life; nymph or growing 
stage, during which the insect feeds 
grows, occasionally casting its 
old skin to accommodate growth: and 
adult or mature, reproductive stage.

The first issue of “The Journal of 
Southern History,” has only recently 
come from the press. This is the of- 
ficial organ of the Sonthern Histori- 
cal Association, which was organized 


at a meeting of leading southern his- 
torians at Atlanta on November 2, 
1934. The purpose of the organiza- 
tion is to encourage “the study of 
history in the south, with particular 
emphasis on the history of the south,” 
and is the result of the renewed in- 
terest in history and literature which 
has manifested itself in this section in 
recent years. 

The association will hold an annual 
meeting at which papers on various 
phases of southern life will be pre- 
sented, and it will also encourage the 
collection and preservation of manu- 
scripts, papers, and documents of all 
kinds in this region. The officers who 
were elected at the organization meet- 
ing are: Professor E. M. Coulter, of 
the University of Georgia, president; 
Professor T. P. Abernathy, of the 
University of Virginia, vice president, 
and Professor Charles M. Knapp, of 
the University of Kentucky, secre- 
tary. While the officers and organ- 
izers are in the main connected with 
southern universities, the aim of the 
association is not to be narrowly sec- 
tional nor academic, and it is to be 
open to membership to all people in- 
terested in the field no matter where 
located, nor how employed. 


The articles in the original number

Little at the time, ‘‘tote’ is 
being pursued to its ultimate lair- 
abouts.

So far as this column is aware, 
Voltaire should be credited with 
the statement attributed to him. 
Doubtless it had been uttered be- 
fore in somewhat different words. 

Perhaps a little later, when 
“tote” has been identified, cata- 
logued, and pigeon-holed, there 
may be time to investigate the 
authenticity of the statement that 
Voltaire did address Helvetius in 
the words accredited to the 
former. 


Certainly, however, this col- 
umn wishes to “tote” fair with 
Voltaire, so it is ready to hear 
from any person who has any 
light to shed on this subject. 


Several months before the 
death of “‘Lawrence of Arabia” 
there was printed a news story 
to the effect that a Californian 
was in possession of a letter in 
which Lawrence branded his book, 
“Revolt in the Desert,” as a 
“rotten and dishonest thing, de- 
liberately produced by myself to 
pay an overdraft.” 


It would seem that Lawrence 
—T. E. Shaw, he called himself 
after his return to England—did 
not refer to the book itself in the 
foregoing fashion, but to his own 
act in permitting it to be pub- 
lished for the sole purpose of re- 
couping his losses on the original 
volume, “The Seven Pillars of 
Wisdom.” 

The English publication of 
“Revolt in the Desert,” a conden- 
sation of “‘The Seven Pillars of 
Wisdom,” was stopped after the 
sale of 30,000 copies; that is, 
when the amount he received was 
sufficient to cover what he called 
his overdraft. More than a quar- 
ter of a million copies have been 
sold in this country. Only 107 
of *‘The Seven Pillars of Wisdom” 
weré printed. Each copy was 
priced at $150. Recently one 
copy sold for $12,000. 


proving the water supply and in lib- 
eral doses of quinine as preventive 
measures against malaria. This kept 
the doctor fairly busy. Only occasion- 
jally was he able to venture out into 
the jungle. When he did so venture, 
things began to happen, and the nar- 
rative, leaving sick coolies, deals ex- 
citedly with the life and death of 
wild beasts. 


For me the most fascinating per- 
tion of the book deals with the charé 
acteristics of the elephant, both in 
his wild and tame state. The doctor's 
practice took him far afield, and it 
was necessary, in the absence of roads 
and the frequency of streams, which 
were quickly swollen in the rainy sea- 
son, to ride on the backs of elephants, 
These patient, plodding creatures 
swam dangerous streams, and took 
their passengers safely over boggy, 
dangerous terrain. 

Most exciting was the doctor’s en- 
counter with a rogue elephant, the 
Dillinger of his species. These ele- 
phants are outlaws, having failed to 
survive fierce battles for the control 
of the herd. They thus become em- 
bitted and sadistic. They terrorize the 
jungleside, waylaying and attacking 
human as well as wild animal trav- 
elers. The elephant, by the way is 
not so patient and plodding when 
angered. He is capable of pulling 
down a small tree and wielding it 
as a club, can kick like a mule, and 
with the weight of his foot can crush 
an opponent. His hide is susceptible 
to bullets in only a few tender spots. 

The doctor, narrewly escaping at- 
tack when a rogue elephant lay in 
wait for him, finally killed the beast.

The 
courses, sponsored by the Young 
America Club, will be conducted by 
the American Red Cross Life Saving 
Service. 

J. L. Cook, graduate of the Na- 
tional Red Cross Aquatic school, and 
Atlanta representative of the Red 
Cross Life Saving Service, will direct 
the series of courses. The swimming 
program will be conducted by a crew 
of volunteer examinérs who are sin- 
cerely interested in young people and 
who will devote their time to promote 
safety and ease in water activities. 


Swimming Articles. 


contribute an article each week on 
swimming which will be published on 
the Young America page. The series 
will give the swimmer the fundamen- 
tals he needs in preparation for the 
swimming courses, and will help him 
more easily to master the art of swim- 
ming. 

George I. Simons, general manager 
of Atlanta parks, has offered the use 
‘of the city pools for the instruction 
periods. Boys and girls under 14 
will be admitted free to the pools for 
the courses; others will be charged a 
dime, the regular entrance fee to the 
pools. The instructors are volunteer 
Red Cross workers and are giving 
their services free.

MONTREAL, Que., June 1.—With 
the courtly shades of the grand seig- 
neurs, resplendent in lace cuffs and 
powdered wigs, beckoning to sights 
and sounds of a mellow old world cul- 
ture and elear-eyed backwoodsmen in 
fur caps and buckskins evoking the 
spirit of the greenwood, Quebec’s de- 
scendants of the colorful French colo- 
nizers are welcoming the vanguard of 
the more than 3,000,000 American 
tourists who annually visit this 
French-Canadian province. 

The rich contrast between survivals 
of an old continental French culture, 
encountered in language, art, religion, 
law and family traditions and the 're- 


where hard-won acres are carefully 
tilled and handicraft arts flourish, is 


sourcefulness of life on the frontier | 


Boy Scout jamboree at St. Jean, 25 
miles from Montreal, June 29-30; the 
Canadian open golf championship at 
the Summerlea Golf Club, Montreal, 
August 29-31, and a number of re- 
ligious festivals at the celebrated 
shrines of the province. 

While plans are being completed 
for these events, hundreds of visitors 
are already flocking to Quebec's lakes, 
streams and camps.

She testified later that following the 
operation on her husband she had tried 
unsuccessfully to learn of his condition 


and was not immediately informed of 
his death.

It bequéathed his entire 
estate, estimated at $100,000, to his sis- 
ter. The will made no provision for 
Mrs. Vaughan and specified that Wal- 
ter, Jr., was to receive no part of the 
estate. 

But Mrs. Vaughan maintained she was 
the legal widow and that she and her 
child were entitled to a share in the 
estate as well as possessed of the right 
to bury Dr. Vaughan where she wished.

“My husband, despite the divorce de- 
cree, was devoted to me till the day of 
his death,” she testified. She declared 
they had lived together as man and wife 
in Needham AFTER the divorce and 
that Dr. Vaughan had paid the house- 
hold bills. 

So into court marched Mrs. Vaughan 
to file an action against her sister-in- 
law, Dr. Lilah Vaughan, claiming a 
share of the estate and the right to her 
husband’s body.

Vaughans had been very affectionate, 
even after the decree had been granted. 

And so the battle raged on. Counsel 
for Dr. Lilah argued that her brother 
had done everything possible to séver 
relations with his wife. The bench 
ruled: 

“But he did continue relations with 
her and I shall not rule that they were 
not husband and wife.” 

Then suddenly Mrs. Vaughan star- 
tled the court and interested spectators 
by announcing that she was about to 
become the mother of a posthumous 
child of Dr. Vaughan!

In This Hot Near the Base of His Tree, Hermit Steinberger Did His Cooking and 


Stored His Effects—But His Real Home Was Up in the Branches. 


MERICA’S most remarkable her. 
mit has given up nature-in-the- 


raw after thirty-seven years, de- 
scended from his tree-top lair, and set 
out to enjoy the luxuries of a more ci¥i- 
lized life. 

No longer will seventy-six-year-old G. 
Ora Steinberger, a well-known art pro- 
fessor of two generations ago, commune 
with the birds and animals from his 
tree-hut eighty feet above the ground. 

Instead he will give the radio, the 
automoouie, air-conditioning, and other 
modern inventions a try-out. But if he 
finds them not all they have been 
cracked up to be, back he'll go to his 
former primitive existence along the 
Mad River Creek, northwest of Spring- 
field, Ohio. 

Claustrophobia, a disease of the nerv- 
ous system which causes its victim to 
fear small, confined spaces, was respon- 


sible for sending Steinberger to live a 
solitary life in the Ohio woods shortly 
after the close of the Spanish-American 
War. 

Forsaking a promising career in the 
art world, Steinberger resigned his pro- 
fessorship at Wittenberg College, traded 
paint-box and palette for rod and rifle, 
and took to the woods. 

It was no easy task for the aesthetic 
Steinberger, totally unaccustomed to 
any sort of manual labor, to take up a 
hammer and saw and build shelter for 
himself. Providing such necessities as 
food and clothing proved an equal hard- 
ship. But so great had his fear and 
hatred of city life become that he finally 


managed to surmount all obstacles. 
Near the Mad River Creek he built 
the tree-top hut that was to become his 
only home for thirty-seven years. He 
named it “Campaloft.” The shack was 
constructed of four large boards nailed

to a platform which nestled among the 
top branches of a tall elm tree.

The arrow fell 
to the ground. And he tied heavier 
string to the thread and pulled that 
through until finally he was able to draw 
a heavy rope over the limb. 

He then contrived a one-man elevator 
through a system of pulleys and weights 
and started work on his new and very 
exclusive home. 

Powder for the old flint-lock rifle he 
had purchased was too expensive for 
the hermit, so necessity forced him to 
become expert with the bow and arrow. 
The old Indian weapon, a small vege- 
table garden and fish from the nearby

river provided ample food for the ex- 
professor of art. 

Like the fabled ape-man of Edgar 
Rice Burroughs’ tales, Steinberger be- 
came friendly with the birds and wild 
animals and seemed to be able to talk 
a little with them in the language of 
the forest. 

His only contact with the outside 
world, until recently, has been through 
newspapers and occasional visitors. 
Nevertheless, he formed certain definite 
opinions about modern civilization. The 
man-of-nature believes that most of the 
world’s troubles today are caused by the 
concentration of millions of people in big 
cities. He maintains that half the in- 
habitants of New York, for example, 
should be moved out to smal! communi- 
ties in the country where they would

When the tree-dweller left his home 
for a taste of city life, he took the pre- 
caution of leaving a note on the door 
of his shack.

So far, he has expressed disapproval 
of the modern house but likes the radio 
and railroad transportation, 

“It will take me a while to decide 
whether I’m going to like the so-called 
‘civilized life’—but I have a sneaking 
hunch already that the call of the wild 
is going to be pretty strong,” he told 
interviewers recently.

for their ousting from the Black Hills, 
referred to as “the richest 100 square 
miles in the world,” during the gold- 
rush days of 1868. Attorneys for this 
once proud “nation” readily admit that 
a “bayonet treaty” was signed by the 
Indians and that they were paid a pit- 
tance for that priceless gold domain; 
after they had been penned up by Fed- 
eral cavalry on a barren reservation, 
where no hunting or fishing was pos-

broke reservation with an ostensible 
“hunting party,” only to go.on the war- 
path and vent his bitterness and that 
of his tribesmen by wiping out the Cus- 
ter command, as a protest against In- 
tolerable conditions. 

But in point of poetic rather than of 
practical justice, the claim of the Semi- 
noles of Florida—a once rather arro- 
gant tribe, now curtly referred to as 
“swamp Indians”—probably takes first 
rank. For the Seminoles thoroughly be- 
lieve that time and modern develop- 
ments haven’t essentially weakened their 
original titles. They were robbed of cer- 
tain lands, and they want those certain 
lands returned—some 200,000 acres! In- 
cluded in such a grant, as a nucleus, is 
to be the Big Cypress swamp of the 

Everglades. In those jungle 
depths the Seminoles have im- 
mured themselves in sullen in- 
sularity ‘since their guerille 
warfare of a hundred years 

ago, against an ever-increasi 
influx of white settlers, grad- 
ually petered out. They’ve 

never formally made peace, 
Now, deeding to the Semi- 
noles these swamplands in it- 
self would arouse little opposi- 
tion —the leisure-loving, re 
sort-running Floridian has no 
special hankering to tackle the 
job of clearing the jungle and reelaim- 
ing the marshes of this sultry cypress 
citadel. Bit something else again is the 
cloud which the claimants seek to cast 
upon the title to the regions that skirt 
the swamp—once mostly despised sand 
dunes, now the sites of Florida’s loveli- 

est beach-cities! 

Miami and its famed beach, for in- 
stance, would revert to the Seminoles 
under such a realignment of territory— 
and the “swamp Indian” of Florida 
forthwith would take his place with the 
millionaire aborigines of Oklahoma, on 
whose crowded “waste land” grants 
(much to the chagrin of envious white 
neighbors) oil in profuse quantities was 
discovered. 

There was a recent pow-wow between 
Secretary of the Interior Harold Ickes 
and of Seminole Indians—at their an- 


nual sun-dance on the shores of Lake 
Worth, near West Palm Beach. Terms 
for a lasting peace between the whites 
and the Seminoles were translated by 
an interpreter. These terms specified 
return of the stipulated acreage and 
an a of $15 a month for each 
adult. The pipe of peace was 
amoked. 

But the pow-wow brought 
a remarkable anti-climax. For 
from the deeper recesses of 
the big swamp came a rumble 
of protest, soon personified by 
a delegation of other Semi- 
noles, numbering among them 
several lineal descendants of 
the great Oceola, hero and 
martyr of the tribe. 

Terming themselves. the 
“hereditary and select head- 
men and councillors” of the 
tribe, and reaffirming the 
“state of war” which they in- 
sist still exists between the 
Seminoles and the United 
States, they stormed the 
chambers of County Judge 
Blanton of Miami to challenge 
the right of the Ickes con- 
ferees to negotiate on be- 
half of the tribe. The status 
of these men, they said; was 
that of Creeks and of Semi- 
noles: who had married into 
the Creek “nation.” 

At packed council meetings 
in the big swamp, preceding 
the filing of the protest, in- 

dignation had run high—and in the 
shadows thrown by fitful campfires 
against the enfilading cypress wilder- 
ness of the swamp fastness, there seemed 
to hover the vengeful spirit of their long- 
dead great Chief Oceola. Once, in spite- 
ful disdain and defiance, Oceola had 
driven his sheath knife through a “scra;; 
of paper” which President Andrew Jack- 
son had dispatched, with an armed force, 
for him to sign. 

And he had played, year in and year 
out, a stinging, punishing hide-and-seek 
game, costly in money, morale and men

to the pursuing and beleaguering forces 
sent to exterminate him. They would 
ever remember and charge up against 
the United States the shameful death of 
Oceola, in chains in a military dungeon 
—an act for which their arch-foe, Jack- 
son, and his paleface subjects and de- 
scendants, were forever to be held re- 
sponsible. 

Such was the temper of this protestin 
delegation—an obstacle to early an 
united action on this century-old “war,” 
it would seem. 

But other claims, besides those of the 
Sioux and the Seminoles, are taking 
their place, one after another, on court 
calendars and are receiving thorough 
airings, with every promise of fair ad- 
judication. 

These include land claims of the 
Wichitas in Texas (whence American 
troops herded them across the Red 
River), Oklahoma, Arkansas and Louisi- 
ana, $11,202,339; of the Lower Chehalis, 
Washington, $8,250,000; of the Sho- 
shones, for scattered Northwest lands, 
$15,070,000; of the Cheyennes of Mon- 
tana and the Arapahoes of Oklahoma, 
for dispossession of Minnesota lands, 
$15,070,000; of the Creeks, for Alabama 
holdings, $29,084,500, plus $150,000,000 
interest and an item of $167,237 for er- 
roneous survey; of the California In- 
dians, for an accounting in connection 
with lands confiscated during the gold 
rush of 1848 and the repudiation of 
eighteen different treaties; of the Chip- 
pewas (Pillager band), Minnesota, 
$264,000; of the Choctaws, Mississippi, 
for redemption of script, to have been 
good for cash or land in Oklahoma, 
which induced them to move. 

All of these claims rest upon the al- 
leged legal basis that the United States 
Government recognized the Indian tribes 
as independent nations, under the sov- 
ereignty of the United States, in earlier 
treaties and agreements. When that 
practice was abated by Congress in 1871, 
indorsement was given to all such trea- 
ties made prior to that date—so that 
they are regarded by the claimants to- 
day as instruments and contracts con- 
forming to the principles of equity. 

Three billion dollars in Indian claims!

Indeed, it was the beginning of 
1933 when the first of her engagements 
launched her novel heartbreak record. 


It was at 1 o’clock one morning in 
February of that year that Justice of 
the Peace Fisk sleepily answered his 
telephone in Greenwich, Conn.

While riding back and forth 
from Ozone Heights, N. J., to his 
office each day on the bus, Erwin 
has figured out a sure way to pick 
winners in the horse races, He 
has evolved a system which can- 
not fail, purely for his own amuse- 
ment in between those periods 
when he is concocting cheery sen- 
timents for Mother’s Day. Erwin 
never places a bet, not only be- 
cause he has little money with 
which to gamble, but for the rea- 
son that he believes it would break 
the charm for him to take advant- 
age of the system. 

One day Erwin quarrels with his 
wife and his fatuous brother-in- 
law. While drowning his sorrows 
in a New York hotel, he over- 
hears three professional gamblers 
who seem to have “ lost’ their 
knack.” They refuse to accept 
Erwin’s tip, but when his horse 
“prances in” first, they are willing 
to follow his lead on_ successive 
races. Ti@ result is that, Erwin 
as the official “guesser,” is paid 
one-tenth of their earnings, while 
the gambling men gallop through 
some snappy, comical situations 
to victory, on Erwin’s horses. 

One New York critic hails this 
comedy as “the most consistently 
funny play of the season.”

ture of entirely improbable events 


with rough and funny situations 
shooting off like a bunch of fire- 
crackers.” 

Yes, back of this smash-hit is 
one person—a grand person, I 
might add—Alex Yokel. One per- 
son is literally true, for Alex 
Yokel discovered “Three Men on 
a Horse,” raised backing for it, 
interested George Abbott in it, 
gained the confidence of Warner 
Brothers in it, and continuously 
and consistently, against the skep- 
ticism, pessimism- and emphatic 
advice of friends, employes and 
business associates, produced. the 
show exactly as he had planned 
from the start. And, inasmuch as 
seven of Broadway's leading pro- 
ducers had turned thumbs down 
on it, this was an achievement of 
courage, determination and self- 
confidence. 

From the mere 
flimsy farce to the culmination 
of a fortune-making smash-hit 
of. Broadway, this is the story of 
“Three Men on a Horse.” What, 
then, is the story of the man who 
made “Three Men on a Horse,” 
the story of Alex Yokel? 

Yokel to start with, is a Jew, 
born and reared in Chicago. His 
background, education and home 
life were that of the usual well- 
bred, well-educated religious or- 
thodox Jew. Son of a. brilliant 
newsaper executive, young Yokel 
at a Sapling age, showed capacity 
for such accomplishment. His first 
job was in the editorial depart- 
ment of a Chicago newspaper 
where, though only 17 years of 
age. he was so apt at “chasing 
pictures” that he was soon ad- 
vanced to the police run, which 
job he held for three years, and 
during that time solved 12 mur- 
der mysteries that had been pi- 
geon-holed by the police. When

only 21, he was made city editor 
of the paper. 

While not city editing, he serv- 
ed as press agent for Charles E. 
Kohl’s three vaudeville theatres. 
Incidentally, he also found time 
to land the first executive inter- 
views that both the elder J. P. 
Morgan and the elder John OD. 
Rockefeller granted to the press 


—nor was the “landing” of either . 


interview an easy matter. 

Leaving newspaper work in his 
early twenties, Yokel decided to 
concentrate on show business. But 
before changing his line of busi- 
ness, he gave to Ring Lardner, 
his first chance. When the late 
satirist doubled as a bookkeeper 
and Niles, Michigan correspond- 
ent, Mr. Yokel gave him a chance 
on his staff—the first big-town 
job Lardner ever had. He also 
gave Clare Briggs his first real 
newspaper job, thus paving the 
way for the great cartoonist’s 
successful career. 

Yokel’s first venture in a thea- 
ter consisted of producing a “tur- 
key” musical, which made money 
for him. All in all, he put on a 
dozen of these small-time pieces, 
all playing at least 40 consecutive 
weeks in the tank towns out of 
Chicago. 

“Madame Sherry” was the first 
big, successful show on which he 
worked. He was press agent for 
this George Lederer smash-hit, 
and it was this production that 
brought Mr. Yokel to New York. 

His next job was with “Little 
Jesse James.” Then came publicity 
work for several plays and musi- 
cals, none of which are now re- 
membered. But this. period was 
followed by another hit, “The 
Cocoanuts.”’ 

After this run, Mr. Yokel tied 
up with Harry Delf, then planning 
“The Family Upstairs.” Later 
came an association with George 
Jessel. Two weeks after “The 
Jazz Singer” opened, Mr. Yokel 
was given the publicity assign- 
ment. 

At last, he became a Broadway 
producer, this time with George 
Price on “The Song Writer.” Yokel 
soon presented “Tattle Tales” to 
Broadway audiences. 

Eventful as this life has been,

its accomplishments are small 
when compared with Mr. Yokel’s 
present achievement, namely, the 
producing of “Three Men on a 
Horse.” This comedy, judging by 
its present status, will make more 
money for him than all his other 
enterprises put together. It has 
already established him in the 
ranks of Broadway's foremost 
producers. 

But the great producer was: not 
content with presenting his show 
to Broadway until it should grow 
Stale, and then sending it on to 
other cities. That just isn't his 
way of doing things. If New York 
enjoyed the first run show and 
company, why shouldn’t other 
parts of the country be treated 
to the same entertainment, with 
players of equal ability, at the 
same time? 

Yes-sir-ee. Immediately after 
the New York critics had searched 
through Webster and Worcester 
for new adjectives inthe super- 
lative, Mr. Yokel decided it was 
time to learn what others might 
think of his opus.

With Chicago set, the King's 
jubilee projected itself into the 
scene, and on Monday, May 6, The 
Royal Alexandra theater in To- 
ronto, opened with ‘“‘Three Men on 
a Horse.” 

Now that this company is off 
the ways, another will be organ- 
ized to present the play to Lon- 
don, England, the wires having 
been kept hot with offers ever 
since the news of the sensational 
New York triumph found its way 
across the ocean.

Melodrama of Missing Package, 


Which G-Men Nab Sailors’ Torturers

OTHING exciting or ad- 
N venturous ever happened 

to Guillaume Rozen, mild 
mannered young seaman of the 
French liner Champlain. Most of 
the time he was contented with 
his temperament, happy to be a 
sober, home-loving fellow, with a 
fine wife in France and two 
healthy babies. But on occasion, 
during the monotonous days at 
seal or after he had seen a movie 
- onone of his lonely nights in New 
York, he sighed for action and 
thrills. 

On the morning of August 2, 
1934, Rozen paused in his work 
about the Champlain to regard 
the high towers of Manhattan. 
Ah, what a vast metroplis this 
was, but how strange to him! 
Speaking no English, he was like 
a lost soul here. Other members 
of the crew had good times ashore 
but they were irresponsible fel- 
lows. Guillaume thought of his 
darling Genevieve and felt home- 
sick for her and the little ones. 
But at the same time he envied, 
just a trifle, the gay seaman who 
found excitement ashore. 

In the course of his cleaning 
and scrubbing and polishing that 
morning, after the vesel had 
docked at West 15th St., Seaman 
Rozen found a small package in 
one of the ventilators. An unim- 
pressive, uninteresting sort of 
package. He shook it, sniffed it 
. apparenty it was some sort 
and quite worth- 


of disinfectant, 
less. 

He shrugged and tossed it over- 
board. 

The following morning when he 
left the ship a smiling man ap- 
proached him on the pier and ad- 
dressed him in French. Guillaume, 
delighted to hear his own lanuage, 
learned that a fellow member of 
the crew, Pierre Guette, a steward 
wanted him to join a gathering 
of their countrymen.

No sooner had he entered the 
care than a most extraordinary 
thing happened—-he was seized, 
bound and gagged! 

Guillaume could hardy credit 
his senses.

All was confusion 
in his mind as the car moved 
through Manhattan traffic. His 
captors—there were several men 
in the car—voluntered no infor- 
mation.

times by their feet, until they 
fainted. The gang seemed fully 
convinced that the pair had the 
drugs, or the money they had re- 
ceived for the package.

But they would let 
Guette go, and he could take a 
mesage to Mme. Rozen, inform- 
ing her that if she did not return 
the money forthwith she would 
never see her husband again. 
Guette, at the prospect of deliv- 
ery, was delighted to promise that 
he would not breathe a word to 
anyone about what had hap- 
pened. 

“Say one word, my friend,” the 
chief captor warned him, “and 
you will die! You will die a slow 
horrible death!”

So they let him go and he re- 
turned to the Champlain just be- 
fore it sailed away to France. He 
had been kept prisoner two days, 
and it all seemed like a dreadful 
nightmare. He sighed for poor 
Guillaume; still writhing in the 
hands of those fiends. 


Now we shift the scene of this 
melodrama. If it were a movie, we 
would probably see the federal 
men busy in their office, decoding 
cablegrams, talking to Paris over 
the trans-Atlantic telephone, con- 
tacting somebody in San Fran- 
cisco, and making mysterious re- 
ferences to the international drug 
smuggling syndicate which had 
baffled the government men for 
months. 

By late July the federal nar- 
cotic operatives under Frank 
Igoe, eastern district superintend- 
ent, were definitely on the right 
trail in their effort to track down 
the syndicate which was smug- 
gling vast quantities of drugs 
into this country from France. 
They located the headquarters in 
Paris and thew discovered that a 
man named Salvatore Mancuso 
was apparently the New York 
agent of the ring. 

The job narrowed down to the 
difficult task of catching Man- 
cuso redhanded. 


This required some intricate and 
delicate work. While G-men 
watched and decoded the messages 
that passed between the syndicate 
headquarters in Paris and New 
York, others worked out a scheme 
to trap Mancuso, and. possibly 
others. The idea was to grab 
Mancuso in the very act of selling 
a consignment of narcotics, since 
this sort of evidence is necessary 
to get a conviction in such cases. 


The scheme was launched with 
a letter sent through the San 
Francisco Federal Narcotic Bu- 
reau, a letter which allegedly had 
been written by a Max Weber, 
who had once been arrested for 
narcotic dealing in the San Fran- 
cisco section. It was addressed to 
Giacanto Manna, of 235 Boerum 
St., Brooklyn, and asked Manna to 
give the letter to Mancuso, adding 
that a friend of Weber would soon 
be in New York on a purchasing 
trip. 

Mr. Max Weber's friend (Agent 
Robert Primrose) contacted Man- 
na, learned the address of Man- 
cuso, and arranged an appoint- 
ment. Primrose posed as a fon. 
operator from the west, who/|was 
on the market for a large quality 
of the best drugs. A meeting 
took place on Saturday afternagon, 
August 4, and after some dicker- 
ing Primrose agreed to pay $3,- 
000 for the various kinds of drugs, 
including one kilogram (2.2 
pounds) of heroin, worth $1/225, 
and six cans of morphine, — 
at $550.

Finally Mancuso stopped his car 
at the corner of Maujer St., and 
Graham avenue. He pulled up 
near another car with a Pennsyl- 
vania license. A young woman 
sat behind. the wheel. 

“The stuff is in that car,” 
Mancuso. 

They got out an approached the 
Pennsylvania car. “Where's the 
dough?’ Mancuso asked. 

Primrose handed over $3,000 in 
marked bills. Then, as he stopped 
over to lift the package from the 
back of the car, he touched the 
nape of his neck with a handker- 
chief.

Mancuso sensed a trap at once 
and began to run.

federal man waved the cablegrams 
in his face the dope  peddler 
changed his mind nad began to 
bargain. He said that if Primrose 
would tear up the incriminating 
cablegrams he would lead the of- 
ficers to ‘the main cache for the 
drugs. Primrose agreed, tore up 
the slips, and tossed them out the 
window. 

However, this was not such a 
great concession as Mancuso 
thought, for other federal men re- 
trieved the scraps of paper. 
Thanks to a paste pot and brush, 
the messages were reassembled 
and held for use as evidence. 


Mancuso led the G-men to a 
flat on Kingsland aveune, Brook- 
lyn, where he lived. In this apart- 
ment the officers found 2,000 
ounces of heroin of a very fine 
type. When cut in the approved 
fashion with milk sugar this 
stock would bring about $75,000. 


There were stores of other nar- 
cotics, as well as equipment for 
cutting, weighing and packing. 

“This was the most important 
narcotic capture of the _ year,” 
Chief Igoe announced. 


On August 6 United States Cam- 
missioner Martin Epstein held 
Mancuso in $25,000 bail and Boni 
in $10,000 bail. The initial charge 
was violation of the Harrison 
Anti-Narcotic. Act, which has to 
do with the sale and possession of 
narcotics, but the agents said this 
would probably be changed to vio- 
lation of the Jones-Miller act, 
concerning customs regulations of 
narcotics. Both the prisoners sup- 
plied bail and went free. 

Thereafter the G-men kept the 
Mancuso house under surveillance, 
and continued to check all mes- 
sages. One cablegram that had 
them guessing was addressed to 
a Mme. Genevieve Rozen and was 
signed “Guillaume.” It stated that 


his life was in danger and that - 


she must get together 40,000 


francs. The narcotic officers stud- . 


ied that mesage and did _ their 
best to decode it. But they sim- 
ply could not find the key. 

But this was not a code mes- 
sage. It stated exactly what it 
was supposed to say. Guillaume 


Rozen, still a captive of the drug 
ring, had been compelled to send 
the cablegram. 

Meanwhile he had been trans- 
ferred from the house in Brook- 
lyn to another hideout in Phila- 
delphia. Later in the month they 
brought him back to New York 
and he was confined to a house on 
the west side of Manhattan. 


Writes His Wife 
For 40,000 Francs. 


Still no word from the wife, Still 
no money. 

Mme. Genevieve Rozen had re- 
ceived a mesage from her hus- 
band. A seaman from the crew of 
the Chaplain has delivered it. The 
letter read: 

“My Darling Little Wife and 
Angel: If you do no see me alive, 
it is because I have taken posses- 
sion of certain merchandise which 
did. not belong to me. To restore 
it I must have 40,000 francs. 

“It is necessary that this sum 
be handed to Turo because my life 
it at stake. If you do not do as Il 
direct, vou will never see me alive 
again. Do not delay. Don't forget 
that it is useless to speak to any- 
one about this. Turo alone has 
knowledge of this and he can save 
me. 

“For pity’s sake, my dear Gene- 
vieve, for my sake and the chil- 
dren, do this. Kiss my dear chil- 
dren and a thousand kisses for 
you.”

But Mme. Rozen had only a few 
hundred francs in the world. Her 
only hope, under the circumstances, 
was to place the matter in the 
hands of the French police, who 
in turn got in touch with the New 
York authorities. 

And so the federal men learned 
at last that the cablegram had 
been a straight message, and not 
in code. They put two and two 
together, decided that the Man- 
cuso mob had committed the kid- 
naping and were holding the Sail- 
or. They were ready to close in 
Sunday September 2, when the 
disgusted gang suddenly released 
Rozen on his promise to get 
40,000 francs. He staggered to the 
office of the French line, and 
presently was telling his story to 
Chief Igoe. 

The raiders, a score of G-men 
and detectives of the Safe and 
Loft squad, arrived at the house 
on Kingsland avenue shortly aft- 
er midnight. They arrested Man- 
cuso, his wife, Nellie, 25, and 
Dominick Galfano, 31, who insist- 
ed he had merely dropped in for 
visit. Rozen identified Mancuso 
as the leader of the gang that had 
imprisoned and tortured him and 
identified Mrs. Mancuso as the 
woman who had cooked his meals 
during his month of captivity. 

Subsequently a total of 10 per- 
sons, seven men and three wom- 
en, were indicted for violation of 
the federal kidnaping law (the 
socalled Lindbergh law which per- 
mits the death penalty), the first 
such case here since the law was 
passed. Most of the prisoners were 
related to each other. Mancuso 
pleaded guilty in October to the 
original narcotic violation charge 
and got four years. But the gov- 
ernment hoped to send him away 
for considerably more than four 
years before it got through with 
him. 

Soon after the trial began on 
April 15, Federal Judge Murray 
Hubert explained to the jury that 
the Lindbergh law, enacted as an 
aftermath of the abduction and 
murder of Charles A. Lindbergh 
Jr., Was a measure “to meet an 
emergency of the times.” The 
court then asked Assistant United 
States Attorney John J. Manning 
whether the prosecution would de- 
mand death.

BRIDGE PLAYER LEAVES HOME

|: has always 
the point of the difference in 


opinions. After all, bridge is a 
game and contract, with its mil- 
lions of variated hand patterns, 
offers a wide field for discussion. 
This does not of necessity call for 
hostility. Why some bridge players 
must quarrel is still a mystery to 
many. 

An out-of-town expert, spend- 
ing a few days in New York, 
visited a famous expert, who lives 
in a sumptuous apartment high 
up in a skyscraper. He had a 
pleasant visit until there was a 
disagreement in a bridge game. 

The disagrement was so bitter 
that it was obviously impossible 
for the men to remain under the 
same roof any longer. So the host 
went to a hotel, leaving his apart- 
ment to the out-of-town expert. 

Obviously, he couldn’t keep his 
self-respect and stay in the same 
place with such a man; and he 
couldn’t ask a guest to leave his 
apartment, could he? 

TECHNICAL TERMS. 

There is probably no game 


which has so loose and incorrect 
a terminology as bridge. One 
reason for this incorrect use of 
the technical terms peculiar to 
the game is that so many of them 
have been stolen outright from 
contract’s great ancestor, Whist, 
and that modern writers on 
bridge have been prone to accept 
the words used by Whist writers 
to describe positions which ap- 
pear to be similar, but which, be- 
cause of the basic difference in 
the game, actually are not the 
same at all. 

As an example, the Deschapelles 
Coup, a play named in the days 
of whist for the great French 
whist player, Guillanume le Bre- 
ton Deschapelles, is frequently 
misused. As designed by Des- 
chappeles and used by thousands 
of whist players since his day, 
the play is a sacrifice of a high 
honor in the hand of one player 
in order to create an entry in the 
hand of partner—in other words, 
an entry-making play. An un- 
derstanding of this play was és- 
sential in whist and is equally so 
in contract. 

There is, however, another play, 
equally fine, which many writers

“Mancuso.” said the court, “you 
bribed your way into this coun- 
try, associated yourself with a 
very low element, and you are an 
admitted dope peddler. I sentence 
you to 40 years in prison, your 
sentence to run concurrently with 
the four years you received for 
dope peddling.” 

Mancuso fainted. 

Judge Hulbert told Mrs. Mancu- 
so that his attitude was one of 
sympathy and pity for her and 
her 30-months-old son. He ex- 
pressed the belief that she had 
been fearful of her husband and 
had done his bidding out of a sense 
of false loyalty as his wife. He 
therefore sentenced her to three- 
and-a-half years.

West opened the ten of spades, 
which East captured with the ace. 
Before blindly returning his part- 
ner’s lead, he carefully studied the 
dummy. Evidently, declarer, by 
his bid, was well protected in 
spades, probably holding the king- 
jack. He must also have either 
the ace or king of diamonds or 
both. That left but three cards 
in the diamond suit outstanding. 
If South held them all, the con- 
tract of three no-trump could not 
be beaten, regardless of East’s re- 
turn. If, however, East held the 
ace-king alone, the diamond suit 
could not be brought into play if 
the heart ace in dummy, the only 
entry card, were removed before 
East had a chance to play them. 

Taking all this into considera- 
tion, North led his king of hearts 
as a sacrifice, and declarer, know- 
ing East would continue the 
hearts, had no way of escape. 
With dummy’s sole entry removed, 
South was limited to two tricks 
instead of six in diamonds and 
could not fulfill the contract. 
While this was not a Deschapelles 
Coup, it was an effective entry- 
removing play.
